THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR 


T 


HE following Is from the Montpelier (Vt.) Argus and 


Patriot: 
"There Is a prospect that the Knights of 


Labor may be rehabilitated and restored to something 
like its old time standing. The order was at one time 
Htrong throughout the country, having a membership of 
more than a million. It fell into disiepute because some 
of Us leaders tried to take the order into politics and pol- 
iticians tried to use the order for their own purposes. The 
order was very Inclusive, no one who worked toeing bar- 
red except lawyers and liquor dealers. It was so general- 
ly favored that the Pope was induced to except It from the 
ban against oath-bound societies, it being shown to him 
by Cardinal Gtibbons that the secrecy of the Knights of 
Labor was merely for the protection of its members. 


For the past ten years the organization has been of 


small cosequence. 


It comes to notice again through Master Workman 


Hayes, who is In New Yorlt trying to settle the troubles 
in the building trades. 
One of the cardinal principles of 


the Knights of Labor is arbitration. The trouble between 
the various builders unions in New York and their em- 
ployers is that they will not accept the arbitration plan 
proposed by the employers. The walking delegates see 
that theelr occupation \\ould be gone should the plan be 
adopted and therefore oppose It from motives of self inter- 
est. 
Many of the workmen and many entire unions have 


acepted the plan and have come under the displeasure of 
the federation. 


Master "Workman Hayes proposes to is.sue charters 


from the Knights of Labor to unions that will accept the 
plan ami go to work, tie has been looking over the situ- 
ation for \\eeks and asserts that he can furnish enough 
men to carry on the building desred in New York, and that 
everyone of them will be a union man. There ai e now be- 
tween taO.UOOanrl 1.50,000 membeis of the order, nil o° "\\hom 
belong to labor unions. 


The prospect Is bnight for the Knights of Labor to 


secure a strong foothold in New York. There rs no dif- 
ference between employers and employed as to hours or 
-wages. 
The split is on the Question of arbitration, pro- 


posed by the ernployrs, who object to having their busi- 
ness Interrupted by sympathetic strikes and by trouble 
fostered by irresponsible walking delegates that they may 
put money in their own pockets. 


With the principle of arbitration (irmly established 


•employers would be sure that their operations could be 
'continued \\ithout ttouble and workmen would know that 
'they would not be ordered from their jobs when they have 
.no grievance because some one else in another trade or on 
another job was dissatisfied with some conditions. Such 
an arangcmont would tend to stability in Industi y and em- 
ployment and would work for the betterment of nail con- 
cerned. 


If the Knights of Labor step into the breach in Nev, 


York and heal the existing troubles in the building tiades 
by forcing an aceptance of the principle of arbitration 
the organization will have taken a long step towards Its 
rehabilitation. Some automatic means of adjusting diffi- 
culties that may arise, without resort to strikes or lockouts 
or making- necessary any suspension of work is greatly de- 
sired by both parties."
